florved on making complaint. He ean recover 
nothing from bis employer by any available rem- 
edy, nor has any protection against complaints 
however frivolous. Ile has a day to himself, du- 
ring which he may be imprisoned by an estate 
Constable under the control of the manager. If 
wages are promised him for extra work ; if task- 
work contracts are violated, he has no available 
remedy.
